Before closing the above captioned file I felt duty bound to write you a brief letter
regarding this matter. My client, Kevin Kennedy was charged in Case No. 04CRB15339-B with
Resisting Arrest. It is with regard to this case specifically that I will address my comments.

Police Officers J. Wharton (P840) and R. Smith (P674) were the primary officers
involved in this arrest. Both police officers are to be commended for the professionalism that
they exhibited during the course of this arrest. Prior to working out a plea I had an opportunity
to view the tape of the arrest. In an effort to get this mater resolved I requested that both Mr.
Kennedy’s parents be present with me as well as the arresting officers and the City of Cincinnati
Prosecutor to review the video. Quite frankly I believe that the video would serve as an excellent
teaching video at the Police Academy. From beginning to end the officers acted with great
restraint and continued to remain calm in an attempt to diffuse the situation and calm the
defendant down. Thereafter, in court both officers were most reasonable and understanding in
spite of the ordeal which they were involved in. With their cooperation I was able to get this
matter resolved and my client was not given any additional jail time as a result of the conviction.
Over the past several years I have had the good fortune of dealing with both officers in other
situations. Your department should be proud of the example which they are displaying.

At this particular time when the police department is under constant attack and criticism I
felt that it was absolutely necessary to bring to your attention the fine job that these officers are
performing and to give them the necessary credit. I remain;
